and surroundings. In politics It 
is compelled to choose between 
alteruatives the oue of which may 
be bad aud the other not alto- 
gether good, to take position on 
issues made up by forces in the 
formulation of which it bad 
naught to do, aud to he for or 
against is neither up to the stand- 
ard of honest convictions, but to 
remain silent would help the worse 
to prevail. In truth, local papers 
like the vast majority of fellow- 
beings, are after all merely "bread 
winuers '-no worse and no belter 
than the average mortal, aud their 
utterances should be so received 
by readers. A grievous weakness 
of "country papers" is the iuoli- 
aailoa to "hero worship" --to mag- 
nify mere pigmies into giants If Oil 
our side, aud to condemn oppo- 
nents as beyond the pala of re- 
spectability and possessed of mo- 
tives only- for ruin and degradation 
However, all that honest country 
papers should waul la to be judged 
bv the measure that you judge 
others of your fellow eitlieni Id 
their utterances.
